in the- recent demonstration viewed by1 
General Sheppard, the XH-2S Sikorsky carried 
three jeeps aloft at a rapid pace and ascended 
almost vertically. It Is thought that the new 
helicopter can rise vertically from the ground 
with almost 5,000 pounds of freight In Its fuse- 
lage. One of the best features of the new heli­

copter is Its speed, which exceeds 160 m.p.h., 
according to reports.

Although this Is slow compared to the speed 
of aircraft flying horizontally, It Is fast for 
helicopters, and since they usually are used 

_on,,only short-distance mlsBlons,_thls speed la 
considered satisfactory. No doubt Hie" advent' 
of these helicopters will once again raise the 
issue of helicopter air mall service, especially 
In the larger cities.

There seems to b* no reason why craft such 
as this, which can carry up to 8,000 pounds of 
mall and rise,vertically from the roofs of the 
postofflces, could not handle much of the short- 
distance air and first class mall traffic be­ 
tween cities fifty to one hundred mile,* apart. 
We predict that sooner or later such a method 
will be adopted, with all city pootofflces hav­ 
ing flat roofs, to be used by the helicopters 
as landing fields.

New Light Shed on Hitler
The official history of World War II, from 

,the British viewpoint, Is now being released 
^volume by volume in Britain, as the editions 
are completed and come off the press. The 
second volume, covering the war In France in 
1940, has just been released.

The most fnterestlng official viewpoint In 
that volume is the expressed opinion that It 
was several famous Nazi Generals, and not 
Adolph Hitler, as the Generals claimed, who 
prevented the German Army from completely 
smashing the British Army at Dunkirk in the 
agonizing days of June, 1940.

Some 400,000 British soldiers escaped from 
"a German trap and encirclement in those cru­ 
cial days and the world wondered why the 
victorious Nazi Army did not set upon those 
fleeing troops with a vengeance. After the war 
the Nazi Generals blamed orders from the 
Fuhrefa headquarters for the German failure 
to attack In strength.

The German dictator WM then dead and 
the German Generals' version was generally 
accepted. Now, however, the official military 
history, which reflects much research, says It 
was the Generals, who failed to grasp the situ­ 
ation and not Hitler. In face, the book just re­ 
leased says Hitler's Intuition was often right 
and the Generals were often wrong through­ 
out World War II.

It is a known fact that Hitler, In contrast 
to most of his advisers, came to the conclu­ 
sion shortly before the Allied Invasion of 
France In 1944, that the Allies would land In 
Normandy. The Allies landed there on June 
6th, 1944. It is a case of giving the devil his 
due, and the official histories show .that Der 
Fuhrer was not the military clown a lot of 
people have assumed he was, as least not 
until the closing days of the war when his 
physical condition was so heavily affected by .
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In Washington the reserves 
are being readied and every 
phase of the current battle Is 
being carefully watched for 
clues. It is almost like 1944 all 
over again, with President El- 

v senhower being In command 
this time Instead of General 
Dwight D. Elsenhower.

'The battle Is a different one. 
This Is the battle against an 
economic disaster. The best 
brains in the Administration 
keep telling the President and 
other Republicans that it can't 

'happen. They say the dip in 
the economy of late Is just a 
natural result of the conver­ 
sion to a peacetime economy,

The President agrees, but It 
la hard to keep Republicans 
from remembering 1929, 1930 

. and 1931 and there is just 
enough doubt In the far reach; 
es of their minds to make 
everyone a bit nervous, or sen­ 
sitive to every economic trend;

Naturally, Democratic politi­ 
cians are pouring fuel on the 
fire, In an effort to convince 
John Q- Public that the Repub­ 
lican Administration is onco 
again leading the country down 
the road to economic ruin. We 
are, on our way down the 
slide to a depression, Demo­ 
crats are saying, and they're 
 caring some people to death.  

Meanwhile the President haa 
ordered every precaution made, 
and he is even ready to launch 
a public works program that 
might dwarf those sponsored 
by the Democrats In the thir­ 
ties. This Is just In case econ­ 
omy experts in the Executive 
Department are wrong.

Actually, the President thinka 
they are right, and he thinks 
the business outlook Is good, 
not bad. The key period ahead 
seerho to be the spring mpntha. 
There Is a difference of opin­ 
ion as to when business 
will start to pick up again 
but the Administration's econ­ 
omists definitely look for B 
pick-up.

Some talk la heard about 
May 15. Others say that by 
June .the layoffs will b« over 
and sales will begin to rise. 
The Administration knows that , 
as many as 3,500,000 people 
may become unemployed in the 
meantime. The figure will be 
allowed to go that high or 
almost before drastic action 
is ordered.

The current period can best 
be described as a watch the 
watch on the Potomac. The 
next few months will tell the1 
tale. If the Administration has 
been, wrong and the economy 
gets out of hand and starts 
going down hill fast, the Re­ 
publicans will be desperate. 
That Is when Dwight Elsen­ 
hower will really go in.to ac­ 
tion.

The President thinka ha can 
avoid any serious drop in the 
economy and he sees no nec­ 
essity for It In view of the 
general situation. He believes 
that fear talk, and cautious 
practices by business men will 
only tend to create an artifi­ 
cial, or Inventory, recession. 
That Is why he continues to 
appeal to the American people 
to/ have faith In their govern­ 
ment and In the future.

'Ike sincerely believes the 
economy is sound and kicking, 
and that there Is no reason 
for gloom about the future. 
That is the presumption he Is 
now acting on in what may b* 
the most Important battle In 
his distinguished career.

When Yuri A. Rastovorov 
walked out on the USSR In­ 
telligence service In Japan a 
couple of weeks ago he took 
with him secrets U. S. agents 
had been trying to obtain from 
the Russians for a long time.
